She also said that housing 
should be moderately priced 
since the greatest demand for 
accom nodations will come from 
married students. Students fre 
quently are hard pressed for 
funds during their college career,

Past, Present and Future,’’ has 
been scheduled for September 
27 through October 4 at Sacra- 
mento State College, it was 
announced today. 

The symposium will feature 
public addressed by = such 
nationally known figures as Dr. 
Benjamin Spock, Father James 
Groppi of Milwaukee, Fldridge 
Cleaver, and Harry Edwards. 
Spock is the famous pediatrician 
and writer, active in anti-Viet 
Nam war groups, who was recent- 
ly convicted in a federal court 
of obstructing the Selective Ser- 
vice Act. Father Groppi, a white 
Roman Catholic priest, is one of 
the leaders of the Commandos, 


a black militant group in Mil- 
waukee’s “‘Intercore’’ which led 
recent demonstration marches 
against housing discrimination 
in that city. 

Cleaver is the minister of 
information tor the Black Pan- 
thers, a national black militant 
group, Cleaver, who is a re-

Students Sample 
Foreign Education 


lwenty upper-division students 
from Sacramento State College 
will be studying in six foreign 
countries this next year as part 
of the International Program of 
the California State Colleges, 
SSC officials announced today. 

The program, which is now 
in its sixth year, offers state 
college students an opportunity 
to spend one year broad study- 
ing in their field of interest. 

The program is unique in that 
students will study and live under 
the same conditions and take the 
same courses as do the students 
at the host universities. 

The 20 Sacramento State Col- 
lege students will join 330 
students from the other 17 Cali- 
fornia State Colleges. The group 
will leave San Francisco in late 
August in time to enroll for the 
fall term. 

\ total of 12 universities are 
cooperating in the program this 
year including two new ones; the 
University of Tel-Aviv and the 
Hebrew University of Jerusa’em, 
Israel, 

Cost to the students for the 
full academic year ranges be- 
tween $1,840 and $2,380 and 
includes room board and round 
trip transportation. 

State college officials pointed 
out that the cost’ to the state is 
no greater than if the student

A change in letter grade can 
be approved by the department 
chairma’a only in the case of a 
declared clerical error. The 
definition of clerical error is an 
error made by the instructor or 
by his assistant in grade esti- 
mating or posting. Under no 
circumstances, except for com- 
pletion of work when FS or Fl 
was issued, may a grade be made 
as the result of work compieted 
or presented following the close 
of a grading period. 


Students may repeat courses 
at Sacramento State College in 
which they have earned D, F, 
Tr, WU, or EU Grades. The 
grade earned in the second or 
last enrollment will be used to 
determine the grade points 
earned for that particular course. 
Courses may be repeated more 





than once only with the permis- 
sion of the advisor, instructor, 
department head and school dean 
or division chairman. The policy 
is not applicable to the under- 
graduate records of graduate 
students. Students must submit 
notification of their intent to 
repeat courses to the registrar. 


Pass or fail grades are given 
in workshops, field tours, student 
teaching, field study and similar 
courses. All passor faiicourses 
are identified in their course 
descriptions. The grade of P 
does not carry any grade points 
and does not affect a student’s 
grade point average. A course 
completed with a grade of P 
(pass) is acceptable for credit 
toward a degree or credential 
exactly as any other course which 
is completed satisfactorily.
